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Sir: 

I, BRUCE D. HAMMOCK, PH.D., hereby declare as follows: 

1 . My qualifications and experience are as set forth in my previous 
Declaration submitted with respect to the captioned application. 

2. I am an inventor named on the captioned application. I understand the 
Office Action dated August 23, 2006 (the "Action") takes the position that urea-based 
compounds inherently have the property of inhibiting the activity of the enzyme called "soluble 
epoxide hydrolase", or "sEH." 
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3 , As pointed out in my previous Declaration submitted regarding this 
application, although many compounds having a urea, amide or carbamate in them are good 
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inhibitors, the presence of a urea, amide or carbamate is not sufficient. Urea by itself, for 
example, does not inhibit sEH at millimolar concentrations, nor do simple 1,3 di, tri, or 
substituted ureas such as diethyl and dipropyl urea. 

4. In addition, work in my laboratory has determined that the following 
representative compounds containing a urea do not inhibit the epoxide hydrolyzing activity of 
sEH by 50% at a concentration of less than about 500 uM:
